Guard Against Flaws in 
Wiring, Advises Fire 
. ■ Department 

"Guard against -fire hazards,, and 
make sure' - that your Christmas is in- 
deed a merry one, and that your New 
Year is truly happy," warn the men of 
the Antioch Fire Department's fire' 
prevention committee. 

Christmas time, with its special dec- 
orations, pretty* lights and its hurry 
Vnd bustle, also offers some choice 
fire hazards, according to a survey 
made by John Horan of the depart- 
ment. 

Inflammable material spread over 
j decorative lights may possibly catch 
I fire from the heat of the bulb or, par- 
ticularly, from "shorts" in the wiring. 
"Be sure to check your tree wiring 
and make certain it is in good order," 
the firemen warn. 

Increased use of electric lights and 
electric appliances throughout the 
home, as relatives and family mem- 
bers arrive for visits, make it imper- 
itive that the wiring of the house and 
of lamps and appliances be in good 
order, they also point out. 
Don't Tamper 
In using electric toys, one of which 
may cause a blown fuse, the fire de- 
partment recommends the policy of 
replacing the fuse, but of refraining 
from tampering with the main switch. 
"Call an electrician." they advise. 

The same precautions apply to the 
demonstration of gift electric appli- 
ances, the firemen point out. 

Extra gas and electricity used for 
preparing the big Christmas dinner 
may put a bigger load than usual in the 
wiring and other facilities of the home, 
so these should all be in order, the 
committee emphasizes. 

"Use of these few suggestions as 
safety measures for your holiday en- 
joyment, will double your enjoyment," 
Horan concludes. in his report for, the 
firemen. *

The purchase of six infant respir- 
ators and two adult size iron lungs 
will be made possible through dona- 
tions of Lake county citizens, the pur- 
chasing committee announced this 
week. 

It is planned at present that one of 
the adult iron lungs will be kept at 
Jane Dowst Emergency hospital in 
Waukcgan and the other probably in 
Highland Park. The six infant res- 
pirators, all hand-operated, are to be 
placed in various hospitals in the 
county . 

A permanent committee, the person- 
nel of which is to be changed each 
year, will succeed the present com- 
mitttee on July 1, 1940. W.' C. Petty 
of Antioch is a member of the present 
committee. 

The permanent committee would 
consist of a member of the Lake Coun- 
ty Medical society, the county super- 
intendent of schools, and a representa- 
tive of the Waukegan News-Sun. One 
of the committee's duties will be to 
make an inspection of the equipment 
every three months to make sure that 
it is in perfect working order. 

As soon as the respirators are de- 
livered, one or two members from the 
staffs of each Lake county hospital is 
to be given instructions in their use. 
•A 30-day limit is being set on the u;e 
of the iron lung by a resident of Lake 
county. By that time it is expected 
that the patient will make provisions 
for either purchase or rental of a res- 
pirator.' For emergency use, outside 
the county, the Lake county equip- 
ment may be used for one week and 
must be returned then or another made 
ready for use in Lake county.

Ten Antioch Residents 
Are Eligible for Social 
Security Act Benefits 

The Social Security, Board Field 
Office at Waukegan, III., has notified 
ten Antioch residents that they may 
be eligible to-' receive monthly pay- 
ments tinder ,the\ Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance .program of 'the So- 
cial Sccurity^'Adt, beginning January 
1, 1940, according to a statement made 
today by Albert S. Lewis, Manager of 
the.^Vaukcgan field office. 
>■' Mr.. Lewis also stated that it is ad- 
visrible for all wage earners" 65 years 
of age or over who have secured six 
calendar quarters of employment after 
December 1936 in jobs covered by the 
provisions of the Social Security Act, 
and who have become unemployed or 
contemplate retiring, to contact an of- 
fice of the Board to familiarize them- 
selves with the requirements neces- 
sary to become entitled to old-age and 
survivors insurance benefits. 

The amendments to the Social Se- 
curity act provide that survivors or 
workers may be entitled to monthly 
payments where death of the wage 
earner occurs after December 31, 
1939. Payments may also be made to 
an eligible worker's wife if she is aged 
65 or more. Mr. Lewis stated that 
detailed information may be obtained 
by calling or writing to the Waukegan 
field office.

High-Lighting Politics 

By John Randall Page 

Washington — The hardest blow of all to hit the New 
Deal has been the aggression by the Russian Commun- 
ists against the little Finnish Republic. 

Communism went into a tailspin when the Nazi- 
Communist pact was signed in September. But with the 
assault on Finland, the eyes of the American public sud- 
denly opened to the implications of Communism. Those 
who had scoffed at Communist activities in the United 



States as exposed by the Dies Committee were aghast as 
the Finnish Communists immediately called for support 
of the Russian aggression. 

What this sudden shift in sentiment means to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's third term ambition, it is too early for the 
politically-minded here to discern. 

Although public support for the President's domestic 
policies has slumped steadily, he has kept sentiment with 
him strongly on foreign relations. Had the Russian Com- 
munist assault been aimed at Rumania, or any other coun- 
try, the wisdom of the Roosevelt attitude toward the 
Soviet would not have been brought so sharply into focus. 
But two facts stand out in current reviews — ' 

1. American sympathy is flamingly partial to the lit- 
tle sister republic of Finland. 

2. It was President Roosevelt's recognition of the 
Communist regime that brought Stalin into the 
family of nations and gave him the strength to 
challenge the world. 

At the present time, political observers in Washing- 
ton realize that Roosevelt is playing for time. He is fol- 
following the old political axiom, "If you have a hot poker, 
don't handle it until it cools." 

Eventually the President must take one .of two 
courses, both of which are charged with political dyna- 
mite. If he withdraws our ambassador from Moscow, he 
will be following the course prescribed by ex-President 
Hoover, who asked, "Why all this tenderness toward the 
Communists?" On the other hand, if Mr. Roosevelt does 
not move against the Soviet, it will be apparent that he 
has adopted one policy for Nazi aggressors and another 
for Communist aggressors. 

In this whole issue is certainly bound up much of the 
political future of Mr. Roosevelt and an important 1940 
issue.

The children's holiday! 

Yes, Christmas is the children's

In that spirit 
the writer of these notes wishes for 
you who read these lines just that 
kind of a holy day of joy and glad- 
ness. 

• Let us then go first of all to Beth- 
lehem, and there having seen the 
One who "became flesh and dwelt 
among us" as a little child, we shall 
be ready to go on and learn from 
Him what a blessed example, re- 
sponsibility, and opportunity there 
is in- the childhood which we see all 
around us. 

I. The Child— Jesus Our Saviour 
(Matt. 1:18-25). 

The virgin mother Mary "brought 
forth her firstborn son" and "called 
his name Jesus"— the one who 
should "save his people from their 
sins" (w. 21, 25). In order that 
He might be the Saviour, He had to 
be both God and man. This could 
only be true as God sent His own 
only-begotten Son into the world by 
giving to Him a human mother in 
whom He as the eternal Son of God 
was "conceived by the Holy Ghost" 
(as we express it in the creed) and 
became the Son of Man. 

For anyone who believes that God 
has all power and all wisdom to do 
what He wills and as He wills, and 
who further believes that Christ was 
pre-ex ; stent as the Son of God be- 
fore His incarnation, there is no 
difficulty in believing in the virgin 
birth. In fact, no other manner of 
incarnation would have been possi- 
ble. U necessarily follows that the 
one who denies the virgin birth of • 
Christ thereby declares that He does 
not believe in the God of the Scrip- 
tures and in Jesus Christ His Son 
our Lord. 

- II. The Child— Our Example (18; 
1-4). 

. The disciples had been having a 
discussion about who was to be the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
This was not because they desired 
their brothers' advancement, for 
each one wanted to be the greatest 
(Luke 9:46). 

Jesus frankly told them that they 
needed a real change of heart, a 
conversion. True greatness is not 
a matter of worldly position or am- 
bition, but of a childlike humility. 
Such an idea was absolutely revo- 
lutionary in the day of Jesus, and 
in fact sounds unhel'evable to the 
worldly man today. But it is none- 
theless true tnat the great man or , 
woman is the one who knows and 
recfinlzcs himself to be utterly de- 
pendent on God in every moment. 
every circumstance, every trial, and 
in eery opportunity of life. We need 
to learn of our children. 

171. The Child— Our Responsibili- 
ty (18:5, fi). 

These awful, solemn words should 
be considered with great care. What 
a terrible judgment awaits those 
who cause little ones to stumble by 



reason of their false teaching, their 
failure to bring God's Word to bear 
j upon their lives, improper discipline 
in the home, or the influence of a 
I bad example. There are probably 
. preachers, teachers in the Sunday 
School, grandparents, uncles, aunts, 
mothers, fathers, yes, even friends 
of little children who need to reread 
these verses and then cry out to God 
in repentance before it is too late. 

IV. The Child— Our Opportunity 
(19:13-15). 

Jesus knew the real value of a 
child and His loving heart reached 
out to invite the children to come 
unto Him in love, in obedience, and 
in trust. When they came, He never 
failed to bless them. 

The glorious thing is that we 
are privileged to thus bring little 
children to Him. Someone may say, 
"Jesus is no longer on earth, I can- 
not take my child to him." Jesus 
| is not here in the flesh, but He is 
here ever present with His children. 
You can bring your child to Him, 
for the coming which He has in 
mind in these verses is not in any 
physical sense but rather spiritual. 
The parents who teach their little 
ones about the birth of Christ on 
this Christmas day have brought 
them to Him. Every word of in- 
struction, every encouragement to 
pray, every example of devotion to 
Christ which the child may follow 
is the true bringing of that child to 
Him. 

Will you do it this Christmas— in 
the home, in the Sunday School, in 
the church, anywhere? If you do, 
there will be blessing beyond your 
ability to contain it and you will 
have
